Built in the late 1920's, this is the last remaining lunch car produced by 
the Worchester, Mass. Lunch Car Company, that is still in its original form. Take 
a peek at what is around you; note the oak paneling and oak boothes, the marble 
counter, the size and shape of the stools, the intricate three color mosaic tile 
floor, the barrelled ceiling, the stained glass over the railroad type windows, the 
location of the grill and the proximity of the refrigerator. This tiny diner is 
constructed of a wood frame covered with porcelain and a metal veneer. Yes, 
they don't make them like this any more. 

It was moved in 1942 from Worcester by a flat bed vehicle to its present 
location. Prior to arriving in Bellows Falls it was known as Frankie's and 
Johnny's; that name is still partially visible on the side facing away from the 
street. 

Before you leave, to get back to the present, take time to partake; in your 
choices you will find the food is good, the prices are fair and the portions are 
filling...they seldom make it like this anymore.
